WILLIAM I BATEMAN 


WILLIAM 1 BATEMAN. the earliest of his surname in Massachu- 
setts, came, doubtless, with Governor Winthrop in 1630 (Savage 
1:1370. He did appear to be the "Mr. Bateman" who was a deputy 
to the "General Court held for the Company of the Massachusetts 
Bay in New England, at the Deputies House," in London 29 
September 1629 (MA Col Rec 1:52). On 18 September 1630 Mr. 
Bateman was present at the inquest held at Charlestown (MA) 
upon the body of another William Bateman who had died of 
exposure near Pullen Point about a week previously )MA Col 
Rec. 1:78). 


For a time he was at Charlestown, where he took the oath of 
freeman 18 May 1631 (MA Col. Rec. 1:366). (List of Freeman, 
Massachusetts Bay Colony by H.F. Andrews, Exira Printing Co. 
1906) and where in 1638 he was granted "a planting ground, when 
the Indians are satisfied" (Wyman). Later, however, he was of 
Concord in the same colony but removed to Fairfield, CT., with 
the Rev John Jones and most of his Concord congregation in or 
aboübcl6hh, and there died in 1658, having had a grant of lard 
at Fairfield in 1649 (Hinman, 151). (Manwaring, C.W.; A Digest 
of the Early CT Probate Records; R S. Peck & Co, 1904, 1:87; 

See also Vol 2 of Lands, p +3, in the Office of the Secretary at 
State of CT). His will of 24 March 1656 gave L5 to "grandson 
Joseph Middlebrook, " half of his estate to son Thomas 2 
Bateman, "now of Concord," and the other half of his estate to 
his son-in-law, Henry Lyon. 


The name of his wife whom he married in England has not yet 
been ascertained. 


While Mackenzie cites Suffolk as probably the Bateman 
ancestral home, Leach, also attempts to bridge the Atlantic 
Ocean and to extend the Batemen pedigree by findint a suitable 
father for William: 


"The will of william Bateman, citizen of London, parish of 
St. Katherine Creechurch in London, dated 15 Mar 28, Elizabeth I 
proved 25 June 1586, named children Robert, Leonard, william and 
Margaret, not of age, brother Roger Bateman and his son Thomas 
Bateman, brother Richard Bateman, cousin Thomas Juxon, etc. The 
names of the legatees, other connections and friends therein 
named, some of whom were later in Massachusetts, suggests the 
probability that the testator was father of William Bateman of 
London, England, Charlestown and Concord, Mass achusetts, and 
Fairfield, Cie!" | 


(Note: In his corrigenda, Mackenzie (5:725) states that there 
is no foundation for William, Esq., citizen of London, to be 
named the father of William. He believes the damily to have zome 
from Ipswich, Suffolk County, England. This family bore for 
arms: Sable, three crescents, two and one, ermine within a border 
engrailed argent (Clevand, 3:1563; MacKenzie, 5:48). There is 
also a listing of two Bateman pedigrees from Yorkshire, England 
(NEHGR, 11:264). Fairbain (39) lists 20 crsts for the name 
Bateman (Fairbain's Book of Crests of the Families of Great 


Britain and Ireland, Baltimore Heraldic Book Co,1968, p39)

WILLIAM BATEMAN, citizen, bricklayer and tiler of London 
15 March 28 Elizabeth, with a codicil dated 16 March 1585, 
proved 25 June 1586. To be buried within the parish church of 
St. Katherine Creechurch in London, where I am now a parishioner, 
near the body of my late wife. After debts and duties paid or 
set in order my goods ahall be divided into three equal parts, 
whereof one part I give to Alice ( ) my now wife, to her 
own proper use forever, one other part I give and bequeath to and 
amongst my childre, viz't., Robert, Leonard, William, and 
Margaret Bateman, equally amongst them to be divided, and to be 
paid and delivered to them at such time as they shall accomplish 
and come to their several ages of one and twenty years or days 
of marriage, which shall first happen, and the third part I do 
reserve unto myself and unto my executor, to pay and discharge. 

The poor of this parish.!.Mabélli 
Ward, my mother, and Mary Bateman, now dwelling with me, and 
Alice Ward, my sister's daughter, and Thomas B:teman, my brother 
Roger Bateman his son. I forgive and discharge my said brother 
Roger all such debts and duties as he shall owe unto me at the 
time of my decease. To my brother Richard my old livery gown, 
being un lined, and ten shillings in money and to Hellene( ) 
his wife my night gown which I do most commonly use to wear 
and also ten shillings in money. The company of Bricklayers and 
Tilers whereof I am a member, for recreation and drinking, they 
to go with my body to the burial. Robert Hunter who married 
my wife's sister, and Elizabeth ( his now wife 
and their three children. My cousin Thómas Jux£on of London 
merchant tailor. Richard Kirby carpenter. Ananias Dare brick- 
layer and tiler. My wife's brother Henry Thorneley. The 
aforesaid Thomas Juxon my cousin to be my full and sole executor.

The fact that a Mr. Bateman wes a deputy to the "General 
Court held for the Company of the Massachusetts Bay in New 
England, at the Deputies House," in London, 28 Sept 1629, 
and that a William Bateman was of record in Massachusetts on 
18 Sept 1630, point to the clear and certain possibility that 
they are one and the same person. 


William I Bateman took the oath of freeman at Boston on 
2 June 1640 (NEHGR B:188), the ener 
ou 
rt having revoked the 


former oath of freeman on 14 May 1634. (List of Freemen 
nn Bay Volony, by H. F. Andrews, Exira Printing Co, 
1906). 


William Bateman I, the subject of this sketch was a native of 
England and probably born about 1590, as his son Thomas was born 
in 1614. He was a deputy to the Geherak Court held for 
Massachusetts Bay in 1629 and came to Boston with Governor 
Winthrop in 1631." (MAG, Dec 193%, 23). 


A william Bateman was admitted Freeman in the Massachusetts 

Bay Colony May 18, 1631, and an inquest on his death wes taken 

at Charlestown, Sept 18 of the same year. Several writers state 
he was the father of our subject while others have confused the 
two men. The book, Records of the Court of Assistants of the 
Colony of the Massachusetts Bay, 1630-92, 1904 (2:25, 153)lists 
me Sergeant Bateman, as a defendant in court there on 5 June 
15323 


He was in Charlestown in 1638 when he received a grant of 
land and he is recorded later at Concord. On 2 Jure 1641 he 
was admitted a freeman of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. He 
removed to Fairfield, CT, presumably with the Jones party in 
1644. On 28 January 1649-50, he entered for record a grant of 
2$ acres which he received from the town, also a tract 
purchased of Thomas Sherwood and a lot at Barrow's Plain. 


No record has been fourd for his wife, but we suppose her 
death ovcurred before 1652, when his daughter was married to 
Henry Lyon, for Elizabeth stayed home after her marriage. On 
4 Feb. 1654, william I Bateman sold his homelot and dwelling 
house in Fairfield to Henry Lyon. His will, which is still 
extant, was executed in Fairfield 2^ Mar. 1656 and was proved 
20 Oct 1658. His will was executed in the presence of Andrew 
and William ward. He gave one half of his estate to hi son, 
Thomas, and the other half to his son-in-law, Henry Lyon, who 
was appointed executor, except L5 which his grandchild, Joseph 
Middlebrook was to have at 18 years. (Fairfield Probate 
Records, Hartford, CT, 1:36) (Jacobus, Old Fairfield, L: 38, 393) 


Wheeler (110), a Concord writer, describes William I 
Bateman as a "first settler" of Concord and indicates that he 
is memorialized in the Public Library of Fairfield, CT as a 
"Concord Planter." The others from Concord in 1644 so memorial- 
ized on the Fairfield tablet are: The Rev. John Jones, 
Thomas Bulkley, Thomas Jones, John Tompkins, Daniel Bulkley, 
Joseph Middlebrook, Ephraim Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Jr, 
William Odell, James Bennett, Richard Lettiss, John Ebats, Peter 
Johnson, George Squire, and Benjamin Turney. 


Wheeler deserípes tre first homelot of William I Bateman in 
Concord as being located next to the mill pond. She states that 
it was bought by Michael Wood anc later sold to Thomas Dane. 

She assumes thet the land Hanna Dane sold to Thomas Brown in 
1667 was a part of the first WilliamI Bateman grant as he sold 
out to Thomad Dane. William I Bateman also owned 8 acres of 
meadow land "east of Luke Potter between the Bay Road and

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THOMAS 2 BATEMANN 


Thomas 2 Bateman, was the son of Williamil Bateman and 
presumably came with his father and the rest of the family 
from England in 1630 and settled in Concord, Ma., where he took 
the oath 6f freeman on 18 May 1642 (NEGH, 3: 189; MCR 1:292) 
Shattuck (363) states that he settled "easterly of Humphrey 
Hunts" (who was a citizen of the Concord of 1835). Thomas 2 
is also of record in Walcott's "The Concord in the Colonial 
Period" (h0,83,70,76,88). On 22 August 1653, Thomas 2 among 
others signed the famous "Agreement made and agreed upon by 
the town and church of Concord concerning the college at 
Cambridge"(to give móhey yearly to support Harvard) (Pope, 1915, 
VIZ, VII) His very legible signature has been preserved on 
this docüment.(Pope, 1915, IV) 


Service on the town 'committee or conncil of Concord is 
indicated in the following way: Thomas 2 (and Joseph Middlebrook 
among others signed a formal petition listing certain grievances 
"for the rest of us" from Concord to Governor and Deputy 
Governor whizh was officially presented to them on 14 May 1645 
(Shattuck, 17) 


In addition, Thoras 2 was chosen Overseer(with John Smedley) 
for the North Ward of Concord. The documebtwwith«állrmtrepparites 
empowered to form the three quarters in the town of Concord was 
signed on the "7th of the lst month 1654' (Shattuck 35). 


As a Proprietor in the Town of Concord, he gave a descrip- 
tion of his aand for thr Tax List of 1666 as having 7 lots or 
246 acres and as living north, near RÉeuben) French. (Shattuck 37) 


On Jannary 1654, Thomas 2 witnessed the will of Robtert Best 
of Sudberry (Nemiah Hunt, also a witness, was a nephew of Robert 
Best (NEHGR,k7:155) and on 26 February 1658, he witnessed the will 
of Rev. Peter Bülkley at Concord (NEHGR, 10:169) He was the "Over- 
seer in the will of Thomas Fox of Concord, 25 January 1657-58 
(Fox 3:10, 5:11, 7:7, 0311) In a "document" (Fox 7:11) Thomas 2 
and his son Eleazer 3 were called by David Fox, "kinsmen". This 
is dur in part to the fact that Martha Brooks, the wife of Thomas2 
Bateman was a sister to Hannah Brooks, the wife of Thomas Fox(Snow 
283) (Preston 47) 


Thomas 2 was named in his father's will dated 24 March 1656 
as "now of Concord". He received half of his father's estate. 
(Savage 1:137) Lists Martha (wife) sons Thomas, Peter (dec'd) 
John, and (incorrectly) ""benezer"(for Eleazer) and daughtegs 


Margaret Knight was the second wife of Thomas 2 Bateman 
(Bailey MA 3:37) (Concord 14) 


Martha Brooks, the frst wife of Thomas 2 Bateman and mother 
of his children was a daughter of Henry Brooks of Concord and 
Woburn (McKenzie, 5:88; Snow, 282-285) 


In 1654, Thomas 2 was given by voncord (Town Records (1:164) 
an additional 15 acres of land "because it was thought he had not 
received a fair share in the first division." (Wheeler, 112) 


| In the original houselot of Thomas recorded in 1666, he held 
l^ aeres bounded on the east by William Hunt, on the west by 
Isaac Hunt, on the south by the highwaysg and on the north by 
HuntcaHdrtbeofwéntysSGuonetyHbhalso had "8 acres westward from 
Mr. Spencer's brook," and 8 acres in pine plain," "154 acres 
of meadow and upland bounded south by his pond and Baptis (sec) 
Smedley and that trace known as the 20 score."

Deer Miss Barbee: 


I have searched dilisently local records on the Bateman 
family but 1 feel that the results are sparse. Priscilla 
Bateman was as much a mystery to Charles E. Sheppard as 
she is to me. He did not even have the date of her birth, 


I worked at The Vineland Historical and Antiquerian Society 
on two different occasions two hours each searching the 
Charles E. Sheppard Collection for pertinent facts on Bate- 
man, Joslin, Bennett, and Austin families. I looked over 
their cemetery records, published marriage records, New Jer- 
sey published Archives (for wills) and Stanley Craig's 
Genealogical Data of Salem County. The area in which these 
people lived was Salem County until 1748 when Cumberland 
County was erected from a part of it. In studying early 
families one has to research Salem as well as Cumberland. 
له‎ My husband and I drove over to Cedarville, a small commun- 
ity near Fairfield where the Batemans lived, to study a new 
collection donated by Mrs. Stanger, a Bateman, in memory of 
her husband, the late Judge Stanger. This Collection has 
old record books and diaries going back to 1738. We worked 
on this data for two hours one evening. I was glad to see 
The Bateman Connection. by Bradley Ridge. The Vineland Soc- 
lety does. not have it nor does The Genealogical Society of 
Pennsylvania at Philadelphia. At Philadelphia at the above 
society I studied the Leach and Mervine Collections. In 
Ridge's bibliography you will note that he mentions these. 


I resesrched these families for over seven hours because 

the five hours mentioned were not enough. 1 do not intend 

to charge for these extra hours . Sometimes five hours: 
result in a sketchy survey and more work in probate or deeds 
is necessary. In this case I do not think that is adviseable. 
ln New Jersey we lack vital records. One can only zo so 

far with wills, deeds and census records. There were no 
official census records in New Jersey until 1830. I should 
say there are none on record now. They were all destroyed 

by fire many years ago. Many wills in New Jersey were not 
recorded, The family kept the will and at the funeral of the 
testator the will was read and bequests taken care of then 
and there!

I presume that your 
chapter cashed your checks since one dollar probably was a 
State or Chapter Fee. Ten dollars is correct for the National 
Society for a Supplemental. I am asking our Headquarters Sec- 
retary to check the Pending File to see if your applica- 
tion is there. The Chapter should have sent checks to the 
Headquarters made out to the Treasurer General. Since these 
were in February and March, it was during the past Administra- 
tion. However a record of all money received is keþt in the 
office. The present Treasurer would not have the record as 
her books begin with April 5th. 


If the Application is there it will be in the pending 
file. We have reveiwed all the Supplementals up to the first 
of January of this year. 


From my home Office I cannot do more than this at the 
moment, but when we reach Washington in March to do the re- 
maining applications, we will check to see if it had some 
proof needed for which it is in that file. 


Normally we correspond with Registrars in order that 
they take their responsibilities in assisting members in 
getting their proofs together --not doing the research, but 
checking to see if there is anything lacking before a paper 
is submitted.
